WR, CHAIRMAN, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1962, The 
Report is prepared on the lines indicated in the Ministry of Health 
Circular No. 1/63 dated 30th January, 1963. 


The total number of Births registered during the year was 228 
compared with 201 in 1961, The number of births per thousand of the 
population was 14,1, (the corresponding rate for 1961 was 13,4) and this 
rate when corrected for comparison with other districts, and England and 
Wales as a whole, was 14.7. The Birth Rate for England and Wales was 18.0. 


There was a slight increase in the number of Deaths, 193 were 
registered during the year compared with 179 in 1961, ‘The Death Rate per 
thousand of the population was 12.7, (12.0 in 1961). This rate, corrected 
for comparison with other districts, and England and Wales as a whole, was 
10.4. The Death Rate for England and Wales as a whole was 11.9, 


The number of deaths in children under the age of one year was four, 
giving an Infant Mortality Rate of 18.7, The corresponding rate for 
England and Wales was 21.6, In 1961 there were seven deaths in this age 
group which gave the Infant Mortality Rate of 54.8. 


The Neonatal Death Rate (the number of Deaths in infants under four 
weeks per 1,000 live births) was 14.0, The corresponding death rate for 
England and Wales being 15.1, 


The Perinatal Death Rate (the number of deaths in infants under one 
week per 1,000 live births) was 14.0 compared with a rate of 30,8 for 
England and Wales 
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Deaths from the various forms of Cancer numbered 37 during the year 
and this total included 7 deaths from Lung Cancer, ‘There is increasing 
evidence of the connection between this form of Cancer and cigarette 
smoking, The following table shows deaths from Lung Cancer during the

The Cancer death rate was 2.43 compared with 1,7 in 1961, 
Infectious Disease 


The total number of Infectious Disease Notifications received during 
the year was 113, as compared with 730 in 1961, of this total 68 were cases 
of Measles, Twenty one cases of Whooping Cough and eight of Scarlet Fever 
were notified, 


It is gratifying to report once again that no case of Diphtheria 
occurred in the District. 


Food Poisoning 


11 cases of Food Poisoning were notified throughout the year and this 
number included a small outbreak in a boarding school, 
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Sonne Dysentery 


Two cases of Sonne Dysentery occurred during the year, 
Pneumonia 

Two cases of Pneumonia were notified during the year. 
Tuberculosis 


Two new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis and one case of non=-pulmonary 
tuberculosis were notified during the year. No deaths were reported as 
attributable to this disease, 


Poliomyelitis 


One case in an adult was notified during the month of March, 


Arrangements for vaccination against this disease were continued by 
the County Health Department throughout the year in which vaccination against 
this disease by an oral vaccine was introduced, . The advantages of this 
vaccine are that it is easily administered = has no unpleasant after effects = 
has a high margin of safety and affords a high degree of protection, The 
response in the younger age groups has been very satisfactory, but I would 
appeal to persons in the 15-.0 age group to avail themselves of the facilities 
offered either through their own private practitioner or through the clinics. 
T% is hoped that everyone in the priority classes will avail themselves of 
the vaccination offered against this crippling disease, 


The table on page 15 shows the number of children and other persons 
who received a course of injections, or doses of oral vaccine in the Rural 
District during the year, 


Information regarding the number of persons receiving inoculations 
against Diphtheria and Whooping Cough and Smallpox vaccinations appear in the 
tables set out on pages 1) and 16 of this Report, These details have been

The district is well served vy the mains of the Mid Kent Water Company 
and the supply, other than that ji the parish of Frittenden, is drawn from 
wells and bores in the Ashfore Sand fcrmation at Coudhurst, where it is 
treated to remove iron and mangsmese. During the year the Company laid a

During the year 177 houses heve been erected, 65 by the Council and 
112 by private enterprise, In addition 11 new dwellings have been pro- 
vided by conversion, Of the houses built by the Council, 47 were built 
for sale to Tenants of Council Houscs or to persons on the Housing List, 


Discretionary Grants for improvements have been agreed for 17 houses, 
and in respect of conversion pycvicing two new dwellings, Standard Grants 
have been agreed for 44 houses, 


3 Clearance Areas at Sandnuvist weie represented during the year, and 
were confirmed by the Minister, 


12 individual houses were cer, osented to the Council as being unfit 
and incapable of repair at a vouscnable cost, in three cases Demolition 
Orders were made, and in the other azine cases Undertakings were given by 
the Owners as to their future uss, 


Twelve Undertakings given 1:1 previous years were cancelled as the 
dwellings have been renovated 3:.4 brought up to standard,
